EDISON HAS BIRTHDAY. 


Inventor, Seventy-five Years Old, Works ds Liana 
Hopes to Live Fifteen Y ears More. ee 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 
WEST ORANGE (N. J.) Feb. 11—Thomas A. Edison, inventor 


and electrical wizard, has just fifteen years more of service for haman- * 


ity in him. This was perhaps the 


most important statement he made 


in his annual interview with newspaper men today on his seventy-fifth 


birthday anniversary. 

Smilingly facing a little army 
of reporters and photographers, 
who waylaid him on his way to 
the laboratory, he answered ques- 
tions on every subject the re- 
porters could think of. “I hope 
you will have several more birth- 
days,” said one reporter. 

WILL NEVER RETIRE, 

“T shall have fifteen more,” he 
said, but he did not elaborate on 
the process by which he reached 
this conclusion. 

A moment before he had an- 
swered as to when he intended 
to retire, with “never.” Asked on 
what he was working. Mr. Edison 
said he had several “red hot irons 
in the fire’ but that he wasn't 
ready to talk about them. 

The inventor placed Theodore 
Roosevelt at the head of the list 
of great men he had met—al- 
though he said he had met the 
former President but once. 

“I tked Teddy,” he said warm- 
ly. He picked Sarah Bernhardt 
as the greatest woman, declaring 
she was still “full of pepper.” 

He thqught his friend Henry 
Ford would make a poor President, 
as that was not in his line, but 
declared he would vote twice for 
Ford if there were an election for 
the position of director of manu- 
facturing.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—News 
reached New York today of the 
death at Havana on January 14 
of W. J. (“Doc”) Owens, a notor- 
fous gambler, considered one of 
the most expert card manipulators 
of his time. He fell downstairs 
at a hotel and died soon after- 
ward.
